To amend the Laws relating to Pawnbroking 
in Ireland.

W H5dglR.CE an Act was passed in the Parliament of Ireland 
in the twenty-sixth year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to establish the Business 
of a Pawnbroker, and to authorize such Persons as shall be duly 
5 qualified to carry on the same, to lend Money on Pawns or Pledges, 
and to receive Interest at a higher Rate than heretofore was recover- 
able by Law : ” 

And whereas another Act was passed in the Parliament of Ireland 
in the twenty-eighth year of the same reign, intituled, “ An Act to 
10 explain, amend and render more effectual an Act passed in the Twenty- 
sixth Year of the Reign of his present Majesty, intituled, * An Act 
to establish the Business of a Pawnbroker, and to authorize such 
Persons as shall be duly qualified to carry on the same, to lend Money 
on Pawns or Pledges, and to receive Interest at a higher Rate than 
15 heretofore was recoverable by Law ” 

And whereas it is expedient that provision should be made for the 
better regulation of the trade or business of a Pawnbroker in Ireland ;

Maj esty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
20 and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the com- 
mencement of this Act, the said hereinbefore recited Acts of the

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inen° m " t f twent y* sixth an ^ twenty-eighth years of the reign of his late Majesty 
this Act. King George the Third shall be and they are hereby repealed, save 
as to any act, matter or thing previously done under or by virtue of 
the said Acts, and save as hereinafter provided in respect of all goods 
now pawned or pledged, or which at any time previous to the com- 5 
mencement of this Act may be pawned or pledged under the provisions 
of the said Acts.

AND whereas by an Act passed in the last Session of Parliament, 
intituled, “ An Act to assimilate ihe Stamp Duties in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and to make Regulations for collecting and managing io 
the same until the Tenth day of October One thousand eight hun- 
dred and Forty-five,” provision was made for the licensing of 
Pawnbrokers generally throughout Ireland, and for the payment of 
certain annual duties on such Licenses; BE it therefore Enacted, 
That from and after the commencement of this Act, if any person 15 
who shall be disabled by any conviction under this Act from exercising 
or carrying on the trade or business of a Pawnbroker, or who shall 
forfeit his License under the provisions of this Act, shall, after such 
conviction or forfeiture as aforesaid, take out any License for 
any such purpose as aforesaid, the same shall and is hereby declared 20 
to be absolutely null and void to all intents and purposes ; and every 
person who shall, after such conviction or forfeiture as aforesaid, take 
in any fresh pawn or pledge, or exercise or carry on the trade or busi- 
ness of a Pawnbroker in any manner whatsoever, save only so far as 
may be necessary for the redelivery and redemption or sale of the goods 25 
and chattels theretofore pawned or pledged with him, shall incur the 
penalty for carrying on the said trade or business without License ; 
and in any prosecution for the recovery of such penalty, a certificate 
from the Clerk of the Peace or Clerk of Petty Sessions, or person 
acting in either of such capacities, of any such conviction or forfeiture 30 
as aforesaid, shall be sufficient evidence thereof ; and every Clerk of 
the Peace or Clerk of Petty Sessions, or other person acting as such, 
shall, within One Week after any such conviction or forfeiture, deliver 
to the Commissioners of Stamps and Taxes, or other person or persons 
authorized to grant Licenses within the district or place in which 35 
such conviction or forfeiture shall have taken place, a certificate 
thereof, signed by himself, for which he shall demand or receive no 
fee or reward whatsoever; and if any such Clerk of the Peace or Clerk 
of Petty Sessions, or other person acting as such as aforesaid, shall 
neglect or omit to deliver, within the period aforesaid, such certificate as 40 
aforesaid, he shall for every such offence forfeit the sum of Ten Pounds. 



Pawnbroker And be it Enacted, That every person in Ireland who at any time 
StoBonS after the commencement of this Act shall exercise the trade or 
LtuceSr business of a Pawnbroker shall, previous to receiving his License, give 

security 
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security by bond to Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors, himself in 
the sum of Three hundred Pounds, with Three sufficient sureties in the 
sum of One hundred Pounds each, which bond any person authorized 
to grant such Licenses is hereby authorized and empowered to take; 

5 and the condition of which bond shall be, that the person who shall 
exercise such trade or business will faithfully and truly perform the 
several duties by this Act directed to be performed by Pawnbrokers, 
and observe the several regulations in this Act contained for the 
carrying on of the said business, and fulfil the trusts therein reposed 
lo in him, and will pay all such monies and penalties as may become 
at any time payable or incurred by him under the provisions of this 
Act : Provided always, That in the case of any Two or more persons 
desirous of exercising the said trade or business of Pawnbroking in 
company or partnership, One such bond only shall be required from 
15 all such persons, who shall thereby bind themselves jointly and seve- 
rally in the said sum of Three hundred Pounds, with Three sureties as 
aforesaid, conditioned as aforesaid ; and in case any Pawnbroker or If Pawn- 
Pawnbrokers giving such bond shall neglect to pay any money or penalty ° 

which under the provisions of this Act he or they may be required to Breachof 
20 pay, or shall be guilty of any fraud or breach of trust, in respect of any Tru3t jj^j 0 
goods or chattels intrusted to him or them in the said trade or business, to befor- 
it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners of Stamps and Taxes to 
cause such bond to be put in suit, unless they shall find sufficient cause to 
forbear the same, and thereupon, in case of a verdict or judgment 
25 against the defendant or defendants, his or their License shall become 
void to all intents and purposes ; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, by and with the consent and approbation of the Com-

40 after the death, bankruptcy or insolvency of any such surety as afore- 
said, such Pawnbroker so neglecting shall after such time be deemed and 
taken to be acting in that capacity without a License, and be liable to 
the like penalty as any person exercising such trade without a License. 

And be it Enacted, That no Pawnbroker shall be capable of keeping 
any inn, ale-house or victualling-house, or of having or taking out any 
License for selling beer, cider, perry, spirits or foreign wine, or sweet

or made wine, or to carry on the business of a grocer or brewer ; 
and if any such License shall be held by or granted to any Pawn- 
broker, the same shall be and is hereby declared to be null and void 
to all intents and purposes, and the Pawnbroker having or taking out 
the same shall be subject to all and every the penalty or penalties to 5 
which he would have been subject had no such License been granted. 

And be it Enacted, That no License for selling beer, cider, perry, 
spirits or foreign wine, or sweet or made wine, or to carry on the 
business of a grocer or brewer in the same house or premises where 
any Pawnbroker may be licensed to carry on his said trade or business, jo 
or in any other house or premises adjoining to and communicating 
therewith, shall be granted to any person or persons whatsoever ; and 
if any such License shall be granted to any person in breach of the

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful, from and after 
the commencement of this Act, for every person using or exercising the 
trade or business of a Pawnbroker in Ireland, to demand and receive 20 
of and from every person applying to redeem any goods or chattels 
pawned or pledged with such Pawnbroker, a profit or interest, not 
exceeding the Rates set forth in the Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, 
over and above the principal sum or sums which shall have been lent 
and advanced upon the respective pledge or pledges before any such 25 
Pawnbroker shall be obliged to deliver the same, and over and above 
the charge of One Halfpenny for the note or duplicate hereinafter 
mentioned ; and in case any Pawnbroker shall demand or receive any 
higher or greater profit or interest, he shall incur a penalty of Fifty 
Pounds, and shall forfeit his License.

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in all cases where the sum

entered, in a fair and legible manner, in a book to be kept for that 
purpose, in the form in Schedule (B.) to this Act annexed, and to 
be called the Book of Entry, a description of the goods or chattels 10 
so received in pawn or pledge, and the time, not being less than Three 
Months from the date of such pawning or pledging, on or upon which 
the same are to be redeemed, such time to be fixed by the party 
pawning such goods or chattels, and the sum of money advanced or 
lent thereon, and the rate of interest to be charged on such sum, with 15 
the day of the month and the year on which, and the name and 
abode of the person by whom such goods or chattels was or were

And be it Enacted, That the person who shall at any time pro- 
duce such note or duplicate, as aforesaid, to the Pawnbroker with 
whom the goods therein specified were pawned or pledged, and 
require the re-delivery of the goods or chattels mentioned therein, shall 
be deemed and taken to be (so far as respects the Pawnbroker having 
such goods or chattels in pledge) the real owner, or empowered to

And be it Enacted, That if any such note or duplicate as afore- 
said shall be lost, mislaid, destroyed, stolen or fraudulently ob-
